lighting 
by 
60 candle 
power 
type 
C 
nitrogen lamps 
over 
the 
sidewalks 
that will burn at the rate of $1S.50 a 
lamp per year, on the 
all-nig- 
moon- 
light schedule. 
The 
lights selected 
for the Esplanade lighting are four 
40-wa- tt 
lamps that will burn On the six 
months moonlight 
mid-nigh- t 
schedule 
and one 
tt 
lamp to burn on the 
12 months moonlight 
all night sched- 
ule at $30 per standard. The new light- 
ing system has proved of great bene- 
fit to the city in every way. 
The 
commissioners 
also purchased

machinery, 
a 
10-to- 
road 
roller with 
attached 
scarifier and 
a 
sprinkle sweeper,
